REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR District No. 1, 
HILLSBOROUGH BRIDGE. 


The schools of this, the third year under the direction of 
the Board of Education, with B. 8. Hurd, A. M., Principal, 
have in no respect retrograded, but the highrank attained 
during the previous years las been fully maintained. Much 
credit is due Mr. Hurd and his assistants for this satisfactory 
state of affairs. Scholars have been thoroughly instructed 
on one subject before taking ap another, and the work of the 
last day has been the every-day work of the term, any one 
having the privilege of questioning scholars upon any part 
of the work of the term. It is earnestly desired and recom- 
mended by teachers and committee that parents and friends 
visit the schools often that they may jadge the scholars and 
teachers ky their conduct in the school room. Outside re- 
ports are usually unreliable. The disposition of parents to 
allow pupils to stay away from school on trivial excuses is a 
matter of much regret and annoyance for it not only results 
in loss to such pupils themselves, but pupils two or three 
days behind their classes interrupt the work of the whole class. 
Sickness sometimes unhappily prevents a pupil’s attendance 
at school, but generally a child able to coast and play upon 
the street is well enough to attend school. Again parents 
should not interfere with the grading or prescribed course of 
study, for the teachers and committee, usually competent 
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and impartial, having established the grade and course of 
study ought not to be expected or importuned to make ex- 
ceptions in favor of any particular scholar unless for physical 
or mental disability. 

The money appropriated by the district, in addition to the 
tax required by law raised by the town, and for tuition, has 
been expended in support of schools as follows: 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


Three,terms Spring, Fall and Winter, eleven weeks each, 
taught by Benj. 8. Hurd A., M., Principal, all three terms sat- 
isfactory in every respect. 


INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. 


Spring term, eleven weeks, taught by Miss Cora 8. Morse, of 
Winchester. A very fair school. That it was not better was 
not wholly the fault of the teacher. Fall and Winter terms, 
eleven weeks each, taught by Miss Alice A. Gould, of Antrim, 
a hard-working and painstaking teacher. Progress generally 
fair, in some cases excellent. The last part of the Winter 
term was somewhat disturbed by the illness of the teacher ; 
in view of this, and the fact that there are about three grades 
in this department, the result was as good as could reasonably 
be expected. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Spring term, eight weeks, taught by Miss Alice A. Gould, 
of Antrim, who merited the promotion she received to the 
Intermediate department. 

Fall term, eight weeks, commenced by Miss Emma A. Brad- 
ford, of Francestown, who by reason of sickness was obliged 
at the end of the fourth week to give up the schvol, and Miss 
Amy Story, of Hillsborough Bridge, was employed to finish 
the term. Neither teacher had a fair chance, yet both did as 
well as could be expected under the circumstances, ' 

Winter term, eight weeks, taught by Miss Marion A. Moore, 
of Hillsboro’ Bridge. Miss Moore developed rare tact in the 
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itianagement of this department. Gentle and quiet, but firni, 
herself, she set a good example for her scholars. Her firm- 
ness was so tempered with kindness that she won at once the 
love and respect of her little pupils. Order and progress sat- 
isfactory.

REPORT OF 8. 8. COMMITTEE. 


It is with pleasure that I again submit tothe citizens of 
Hillsborough a report of the condition of their schools for the 
year ending Mar., 1885. Although quite a period has elapsed 
since I last performed that duty, I still find the same old land- 
marks, and, with but few exceptions, the schools still plodding 
along in the same old ruts. The Bridge District has taken 
a step in the right direction, and instead of two terms in the 
year, with a different teacher for each term, we now have three 
terms, and permanent teachers, under the control of a board 
of education, consisting of six members. 

The Board were very fortunate in securing the services of 
Prof. B.S. Hurd, of Lebanon, Maine, under whose charge the 
school has been so eminently successful. <A larger propor- 
tion of the teachers in town the past year have been graduates 
from this school, and have ranked among the first in thorough- 
ness, ability to impart their ideas to the scholars and make 
plain the most obtuse questions. It is to be hoped that the 
satisfactory condition of affairs now existing will long con- 
tinue, and the yood work begun will spread until its influence 
is felt in every district in town. 
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While the system has improved, the accommodations have 
grown poorer as the village has increased, and what was suit- 
able ten years ago is now wholly inadequate. It is a fit sub- 
ject for the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
to investigate, when fifty children from four to ten years of age 
are crowded into a room 15x24, which can be ventilated 
only by doors and windows opening on the busiest street in 
town, filling the room with dust, and the noise of passers-by. 
Very little change has taken placo in the remaining districts, 
except the fashion of leaving the farm for the village has 
lessened the number of families until in some districts there 
are barely enough scholars to answer the roll cail.. In view 
of these facts I most earnestly advise the uniting of some of 
the smaller to some of the larger districts, and the abolish- 
ment of No. 19, which is a union of Antrim and Hillsborough, 
and has but one scholar, from this town, the Antrim members 
having been annexed to the Branch. By making the changes 
suggested a great expense would be saved to the districts, as 
sooner or later some of the houses will have to be repaired 
or fall down. SBric-a-brac hunters would find something rare 
in the shelters that are provided to educate the children of 
Hillsborough, for if anything ever bore the mark of antiquity, 
and so ancient that it ean not be disproved, it is these same 
school houses. It is no credit to a town that boasts of being 
the birthplace of a President, Governor, Senator, and Rev- 
olutionary heroes without number, and votes gratuities to 
railroads, that in wot one single district can there be 
found a decent blackboard, globe, or book of reference, all 
of which are very neccessary and should be placed in every 
school, and could be procured for less than one year’s interest 
on the town’s gift to a foreign corporation. Do not mistake 
me to say that l object to any measure that will benefit the 
town, but while we are generous let us be just. 

It has been said that they who commence life’s battle with 
an active brain and empty pockets are better equipped than 
though they were possessed of untold wealth; therefore let us 
turn for a little while from the pursuits of money-getting and 
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see if we cannot make some investments in schools, right here 
in our own town, that shall return us a better income than 
stocks or bonds, if not in dollars and cents, at least in the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that we have furnished the foundation 
for a useful life to all who may be fortunate enough to be pu- 
pils ia the schools of Hillsborough,then if their after life should 
prove a failure it could not be charged to the short-sighted- 
ness of the citizens in trying to run their schools for the least 
possible outlay, regardless of results. I wish every citizen of 
the town would take this matter into consideration and see if 
some plan may not be devised whereby the schools may be 
benefitted, and the town occupy that position in edncational 
matters which its honor, and the advancement of the nine- 
teenth century, demands.
